Baltimore, Md., Jan, 30—To the 
agents of the Merchants and 
Miners line at Norfolk, the com-* 
mander of the Nantucket sent a 
request by wireless for clothing 
for 50 men and 12 women. The 
Nantucket met with misfortune 
here gbout two years ago, when 
she burned and sank in the har- 
bor near Locust Point, and one 
of the crew lost. his: life. 

Norfolk, Va., ~ Jan. ~ 30.—Forty-nine |

Liner. Nantucket sunk the Old Do- 
minion Liner Monroe. Wireless lists |

Monroe returning with the survivors 
on the Nantucket show: Lost passen- 
gers 25; crew 24; total 49. Saved pus- 
rengers 30; crew 55; total &b, 

The accident* happened in the icy 
waters of the Atlantic at 2 o’clock this 
morning, The Monroe was rammed 
ninidships practically cut in two and 
sank within 10 minutes, 20 miles south- 
east of Hog Island. 

There was a dense fog. 

Captain Johnson of- the sunken 
Monroe and all his: officers but one 
were among the saved. The lost of- 
ficer was second engineer Gateley, 

The Nantucket with her bow 
crushed. in and-.otherwise damaged, 
was slowly groping her way to Nor- 
folk early today, 

The Nantucket was bound from Bos- 
ton to Norfolk and Baltimore. 

The Nantucket’s boats scoured the 
waters and are said to have picked 
up &5 survivors. 

The Monroe, a passenger Mner which 
also carried freight put out of here 
at 7 o'clock last night on a regular 
trip to New York. 

The line of the coast steamers be- 
tween these two ports is comparatively’ 
close to shore and on a Clear night they 
never are out’ of sight of land. 

The doomed passengers of the Mon- 
roe, fast asleep in their cabjns when 
th® two vessels came together, went 
flown to death with only time for a 
thrieh of despair Only those kept 
awake by the snorting sirens that 
walled their useless sound throughout 
the fog knew when the vessel struck, 
the rest thrown from their berths by 
the force of the collision, heavy with 
sleep had barely time to struggle to} 
the deck of the sinking vessel before 
they were plunged Into the water. Not | 
10 minutes intervened in the time the | 
blunt bow of the lumbering  Nan- 
tucket crashed into the side oy the 
Dominion liner and the time the lat- 
ter slid under the waves. Kighty-six 
rescued were lifted from the ley water 
after their vessel had gone dewn. 

Enfolded By Dense Fog. 


Both vessels -had quieted down for 
the night hours before the collision, 
Captain Berry on the bridge of the 


Nantucket and the slowly pacing look- 
out Jnad the deck to themselves as the 
vessel slowly plodded through the fog 
and mist. Captain Johnson kept the 
bridge of the Monroe? Thus with sleep 
holding all but lookouts and officers 
and the dense fog enfolding the heay- 
ing sea the two vessels neared each 
other in the murk, As the Nantucket 
staggered back after the shock Captain 
Berry swung out his searchlight, and 
dimly the bulk of the settling Monroe 
looked up through the drifting fog. 
Uncertain as to the fate of his own 
vessel he ordered out the Hfe boats. 
lost from view In the fog they began 
the work of rescue. Guided only by the 
shrieks of the drowning the beats pick- 
ed. up the survivors. When the search 
lights were again thrown out no more 
struggling survivors could be seen, and 
the task was given up. 
Answers S.0.S. Call. 

With saloon crowded with drenched 
and suffering men and women the Nan- 
tucket turned her gaping prow south. 
Soon she fell in with the Dominion lin- 
er Hamilton, answering the cry of dis- 
tress’ Conveyed by the Hamilton, the 
Nantucket was making her way slowly 
to Norfolk. She will be met. by the 
revenue cutter Onondaga and was eXx- 
pected in port late today. Captain 
Johnson aboard the Nantucket began 
making up a list of the Monroe's res- 
cued to be sent by wireless to Norfolk. 

The shock ten minutes from sieep 
to struggling in the cold sea and the ex- 
posure proved a grave trial to many of 
those tescued,. Messages report many

Little Hopes at Present Enter- 
tained for Recovery of 
Namnazief, 


A brutal assault is. alleged to have 
taken pJace carly yesterday morning, in 


the neighborhood of Fraser Flats, when j- 


Mike Namnazief had his head cruelly 
battered in, almost causing his death. 
As n result of investigation by Detec- 
tive Shyrer two men were’ arrested, 
Fred Drussinin and. Andrew — Kryloff, 
Both appeared in the police court this 
morning but were remanded for one 
week, as it is not known whether or 
not Namnazlef will live. In the event 
of the man’s death, the pair may be 
charged with murder, 

It is alleged that the men were all 
drinking and carousing and that’ an 
altercation arose, which resulted in the 
alleged assault, The two men are 
stated to have set.upon Namnazief, got 
him down.on the floor and started to 
beat and kick him about the head. It 
is alleged after the assault they wash- 
ed the blood from his face and propped 
him up on his knees and tried to make 
him swear that he would not inform 
on them. Refusing this they are alleg- 
ed to have threatened to kill him. 

The case has stirred up considerable 
interest in the Russian community, as 
all the parties concerned are Russians. 
Many witnesses are being held, who are 
supposed to have some knowledge of 
the affair.

Cape town has now come to be regard- 
ed everywhere here, irrespective of 
party, as possibly fraught with the 
gravest consequences Even if the 
men obtain indemnity from the South 
African’ parliament, the trouble will 
only be beginning and a stormy time 
in South African politics may be im- 
mediately ahead, in which the union 
will bo imperiled. 

Though Botha’s methods find favor 
with the tory element here, it is rec- 
ognized that they are utterly repug- 
nant to the principles of the British 
constitution and that thelr endorse- 
ment in any form would be bitterly 
resented in Australia and Canada 
where popular government is dearly 
prized. 

The policy of the British cabinet Is 
to decline to take any part in the 
quarrel as being purely domestic to 
South Africa, though doubtless private 
semi-officials representation will be 
made to the union government to with- 
draw its edict of banishment against 
the labor leaders. 

Great sympathy ts felt for Lord 
Gladstone, governor general, who could 
not possibly approve Botha’s measures, 
but whose resignation at such a crisis 
would brine about a conflict between 
Downing*street and South = Africa, 
which might easily result In the re- 
volt of the South African colonies:

formed him’ of the Intended coup, 
which places the governor ’gefteral fn 
a humilating postiton.
